Simultaneously, Britain agreed 
to make no further withdrawals 
from its $3,750,000,000 loan, which 
has now been cut down to $850,- 
000,000, pending consultations on 
the emergency steps. 


The Anglo-American decision 
Was announced simultaneously 
here and in London-—in this coun- 
try by Secretary of the ‘Treasury

Suspension of Convert-

LONDON, Aug. 20 (UP)—Brit- 
ish cabinet members broke off 
their vacations again. today for 
their third crisis meeting in four 
days. 

Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin

street for the cabinet meeting. He 
arrived 20 minutes late. 

Later Chancellor of the Ex- 
checquer Hugh Dalton made the 
announcement of the temporary 
suspension of convertibility of 
sterling into dollars in a hastily- 
cheduled broadcast at the same 
ime as word came from Wash- 
ington that thé United States had 
agreed to take eemrgency meas- 
ures to halt the drain on Brit- 
aln's disappearing dollar supply. 

“As from midnight tonight,” 
Dalton said, “there will be a tem- 
porary suspension of many of the 
present arrangements permitting 
sterling to be exchanged into 
dollars, 

Early today, Herbert Morrison, 
Lord President of the Council, 
said that nations participating in 
the Paris conference had reached 
substantial agreement on a plan 
for European revival. 

Morrison spoke at a press con- 
ference after reports had circu- 
lated in London that Prime Min- 
ister Attlee might resign as a re- 
sult of the British economic crisis.

Threats to the political inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity 
of Greece.” 

The American move came less 
than 24 hours after Soviet Dele- 
gate Andrei A. Gromyko used the 
veto twice in the Security Council 
to kill two proposed solutions to 
the Balkan problem. 

Lie informed Johnson that the 
question would be placed on the 
assembly calendar. . 

At the end of a stormy session 
last night, the sixtieth council 
meeting held on the Balkan ques-| 
tion, Council President Faris El 
Khoury of Syria told the delegates 
they had reached the end of the 
road. 

There was nothing left, he said, 
but to refer the problem to the 
55-nation General Assembly which 
meets in New York Sept. 16 and 
to inform the Assembly that the 
veto had paralyzed the Council. 

Johnson said after the meeting 
that if the Assembly also failed to 
find a solution, the United States 
would consider new steps, He said 
there was nothing in the U.N.

Approximately 65 other em- 
ployes at the asphalt plant, in- 
cluding laborers, tamperers and 
rakers, have been given other 
work in the department of streets 
and sewers while the plant is 
closed, officials said. 

The plant, which is electrically 
operated, was shut down when the 
one electrician who is employed 
there joined in the strike. 

sed to Go to Work. 

Acting Mayor Charles E. Al- 
banese, in a statement today, 
urged the electricians to go back 
to work immediately and “stay on 
the job until something can be 
worked out that will be satisfac- 
tory to all,” 

Albanese said it was “regret- 
table” that the electricians chose 
this time to strike because of the 
city’s financial condition and be- 
cause the board of aldermen, 
which must approve recommenda- 
tions for sglary increases, will not 
be in session until Sept. 19. 

A band concert that was to be 
held at O' Fallon Park last night 
under auspices of the park depart- 
ment was canceled because there 
was no one to string the lights 
or set up the amplifying system. 
A similar concert scheduled for 
tomorrow night at Marquette 
Park will be called off unless the 
strike ends before starting time. 

The electricians are seeking in- 
creases of 15 to 25 cents an hour.

He reported that while weekly 
earnings fell from $49.37 in June 
to $49.25 in July, the actual hourly 
earnings increased from $1:227 in 
June to 31.234 the following 
month, since the average number 
of hours worked was 40.3 com- 
pared to 39.9 in July. 

Clague said about 2,000,000 non- 
agricultural employes, of five of 
every 100 workers, “are currently 
enaged directly and indirectly in 
producing goods and services for 
export.” . 

In 1939 less than 1,000,000, or 
three o: every 100 non-farm work- 
ers, were engaged in producing 

for export. The increased 
volume of exports over prewar is 
further indicated. by the fact non-

Clague reported a decline of 
200,000 in employment between 
mid-June and mid-July in non- 
farm establishments, attributing 
the drop to “material shortages, 
vacations, normal seasonal de- 
clines and continued contraction 
in a number of instances from 
previous postwar figures.”

Continued downward trends at- 
tributable to other seasonal fac- 
tors have. been noted in only five 
industries. 

These, with the employment 
figures for January, 1946, peak 
employment in the early part of 
this year, and reported employ- 
ment for July 1947 are:

Other Man in Case Tells Police 
Of 2-Day Debauch With Mrs. Sell 


Denies Causing Her Death in Chicago Apart- 
: ment While Husband Was Prepar- 
ing New Home Here.

CHICAGO, Aug. 20—The death 
of. Mrs. Celeste Sell, attractive 
Lake Shore drive matron, fol- 
lowed a two-day debauch with a 
slender, sleek-hairea shipping 
clerk, while her husband was in 
St. Louis and Kansas City, Chi- 
cago police were told by Mrs. 
Sell’s drinking companion last 
night. 

Police also announced that, con- 
trary to previous reports, a more 
thorough medical examination 
had determined that Mrs. Sell’s 
death was not caused by a skull 
fracture or by other injuries. 
Chemical analysis are under way 
to determine the cause of her 
death. 

The shipping clerk, Lloyd Mar- 
tens, told police he had met Mrs. 
Sell about four months ago in a 
Chicago tavern. He told of mak- 
ing frequent calls at the Sell 
apartment since then. 

“Hard to Believe.” 


Mrs, Sell’s husband, Francis X. 
Sell, was present when Martens 
made his statement. Sell de- 
scribed the statement as “shock- 
ing.” He said he had not ex- 
pected “anything like this. It's 
hard to believe.” The Sells, both 
from Pittsburg, Kan.,. were mar- 
ried in 1927. Mrs. Sell was 39 
years old. Sell is 45. 

Sell had been out of town for 
about two weeks. Last Saturday, 
Martens said, Mrs, Sell called him 
and he went to her apartment 


that afternoon and they began 
drinking. He remained with Mrs. 
Sell until about 6 a.m. Monday, 
Martens said. 

When he left, two and a half 
hours before Mrs. Sell was found 
by movers, lying nude and uncon- 
scious on her bed, she was awake 
and epparently in good health, 
Martens declared. 


Treatment for Bruise. 

Martens, however, said he had 
been asleep at about 3 a.m. Sun- 
day when he heard Mrs. Sell 
stumbling about the room, appar- 
ently falling over packing cases. 
He said he carried her to her bed, 
gave her some ice water, a shot 
of gin,” and rubbed a cold knife 
on a lump over her eye, as a 
treatment for a bruise. Mrs. Sell’s 
apparent injuries included bruised 
hips, black eyes and a superficial 
head injury. ae ek 

Another possible indication as 
to the cause of Mrs. -Sell’s death 
was given by Martens when he 
said she was ill and suffered 
from convulsions at one time Sun- 
day. He said she was subject. to 
seizures. 

Martens, 39 years old, surren- 
dered to police voluntarily.

The increase in family living 
costs has been somewhat greater 
in St. Louis than in many other 
large citfes, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported yesterday. The 
cost of living went up 21.2 per 
cent here in a 15-month period, 
compared to an average increase 
of 20.7 per cent in 34 cities. 

Largest increases between 
March 15, 1946, and last June 15 
were registered by Scranton, Pa,, 
where costs soared 24.3 per cent; 
Chicago, 23.7, and Houston, Tex., 
23.5. 

Cities with the smallest in- 
creases were Kansas City, 17.1 
per cent; Los Angeles, 17.4, and 
Seattle, 18.

Snow Melted From Some 
French Alps — Forest 
Fires on Continent. 


LONDON, Aug. 2 (AP)—Ew 
rope’s heat wave—in some regions 
the most intense in 50 years— 
has melted snow caps off some 
of the French Alps, and blighted 
crops in Britain and a number of 
Continental countries. 

The long succession of rainiess 


days threatened water and milk 


supplies in a number of areas. 

An underfed Continent watched 
apprehensively as the burning sun 
cut sharply into the yield of po- 
tatoes and late root crops. In 
many regions, however, grain 
crops were out of danger. 

The. Continent was spotted with 
forest fires, one of the most se 
rious being in Germany near the 
Dutch frontier. Fires devastated 
between 2000 and 3000 acres near 
Rouen, France. 

Berlin and the surrounding zone 
of Russian occupation suffered 
from the worst drouth in 55 years 
and had constant temperatures in 
the upper 80s. 

Russian zone reports said the 
early potato crop was “catastre 
phic.” 

Heat in Italy was called the 
most intense in 80 years, but the 
country had some rain. 

In Britain, where some comm. 
nities reported the highest sus- 
tained temperatures in 50 years, 
even Rosie, the Indian elephant 
at the Bristol Zoo, could not stand 
the 90-degree heat. She collapsed* 
when carrying six children on her 
back.

MURRAY STRIKE 22 


Company Waives Right 
to Sue Under Taft Law 
and Grants Retroactive 
Wage Increase. 


DETROIT, Aug. 20 (AP)—The 
M Corp. of America, waiving 
its t to court action under the 
Taft-Hartley law, won an agree- 
ment yesterday from the CIO 
United Auto Workers settling a 
30-day strike of 7000 employes. 

In return, the union put tight 
restrictions on the right of its 
members to strike and outlawed 
slowdown and sitdown strikes. 

The company also granted a 15- 
cent-an-hour wage increase retro- 
active to May 1. A company ex- 
ecutive estimated the pay rise 
would cost the company $2,500,- 
000. The contract runs until Jan. 
31, 1949. 

The walkout of Murray em- 
ployes July 21 created an automo- 
tive supply bottleneck affecting 
65,000 production workers in oth- 
ers Detroit plants. 

President Clarence Avery of the 
company, said the agreement was 
“in accordance with the provisions 
of the Taft-Hartley law.” 

Union spokesmen hailed it as a 
“completely satisfactory” answer 
to a demand for immunity from 
Taft-Hartley penalty provisions. 

Earlier, they had termed the 
company a “beachhead” in the un- 
ion’s national campaign to obtain 


such immunity.

Corporation executives said reg- 
ular production schedules would 
be resumed tomorrow, Mainte- 
tenance workers were asked to re- 
port this afternoon. The union 
called a membership meeting for 
today to speed formal ratifica- 
tion of the contract. 

The walkout at Murray began 
July 21 after injection of the Taft- 
Hartley issue had stymied what 
appeared to be a near agreement. 

The break in the flow of body 
frames from Murray forced Ford 
Motor Co. to close its Mercury and 
Lincoln assembly lines, making 
4000 workers idle. Ford also 
Placed 51,000 other employes on a 
three-day week.

In the case of the Taft-Hartley 
law, the Ford-UAW pact differs 
greatly from the Murray agree- 
ment. Ford and the union agreed 
to place with a committee the 
task of working out a solution of 
the liability of the union for dam- 
ages in connection with a breach 
‘of -contract. A moratorium on 
liability will prevail while the com- 
mittee functions, but a one-year 
time limit was set as a deadline.

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A Grim Report 
The report of the President's air committee 
makes grim reading—the more so because it is 


written in so cold and matter-of-fact a way., 


Two years ago last week the shooting stopped 
in World War II. Yet today the country is told 
that it must address itself in all speed to na- 
tional defense. What's worse, our defense prob- 


lem is unique in the country’s history because 


of “the menace of mass-destructive weapons, 
whether atomic, biological or not yet imagined, 
together with long-range striking forces.” 

The report is based on an assumption that is 


obvious, but which must not become common- 


place-—namely, that the nation that controls the 
air is the nation that wins wars. Any child 
knows that. Recent history teaches it in the 


sharpest lessons. Air power—furnished by Ger-. 


many and Italy—was the decisive factor in the 
Spanish war. When the Luftwaffe was shot out 
of the skies, Germany was a dead duck. The in- 


vasion of Japan by our great B-29s, culminating © 


in tw» atomic explosions, made it possible for 
us to land on Japan's shores at will. 

So the question may be asked: “All right, it’s 
obvious, so why repeat it?” Well, it just isn’t 
obvious to the Congress of the United States, 
which has permitted our mighty air armadas of 
two years ago to fall to pieces. We have told 
some of the sickening facts before and they are 


going to have to be told again and again until 


the congressional Rip Van Winkles wake up to 
the facts of life. | ! 

„ Two years ago there were 2,500,000 men in 
the Air Forces; now there are 310,000. It is not 
so important that we have disposed of 100,000 
fighting aircraft, much of which was obsolete 
anyhow, as it is that five months after the war 
ended, our monthly production of combat plane 
engines had dropped to 23. As a result, our 
aircraft industry, which met and surpassed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's demand for 50,000 aircraft a 


vear— demand that was laughed at as being 


fantastic—this industry is fast disintegrating. 

When the Air Forces asked for $1,600,000,000, 
the Budget Bureau slashed the figure by one- 
third. Excellent bookkeepers there are in the 
Budget Bureau, and they often perform fine 
public services, but let's not let bookkeepers de- 
termine vital national policy. Congress did so. 
The Air Forces wanted 12,000 planes with 14,000 
in reserve, but they had funds enough to buy 
only 800 new aircraft. And here’s a depressing 
fact that, although 28,000 young men enrolled 
for reserve training, the Air Forces had facilities 
for only one-third ds many. 

In the basic matter of research, it’s the same 
story. Gen. Craigie wanted $230,000,000 to en- 
able the country to keep up with foreign pow- 
ers in developing guided missiles, supersonic 
craft and long-range bombers. Research was 
given $145,000,000. Just a little hint of the im- 
portance of that stodgy word, “research,” was 
given to the State Legion Convention here by 
Gen, L. ward W. Andersen. He said that, al- 
though we were geared to high-speed experi- 
mentation during the war, no aircraft reached 
combat that was designed after 1941.“ 

That gives a keen edge to the recommendation 
of the President’s air committee that military 
services be given greater freedom to plan their 
airplane buying several years ahead, instead of 
pinning it to the piecemeal method of appropri- 
ating only one year’s funds at a time. It took 
years to perfect the B-29. It is taking years to 
perfect the B-36 and other types of planes that 


would be desperately needed in the event 


another war. : 

The art and science of air. warfare, including 
guided riissiles, is in a state of revolutionary 
change, and funds for research may be the most 
important part of the Air Forces’ budget, but 
Congress went in for penury. | 

It is good that other government agencies are 
not asleep. The President's air committee, in 
its many excellent recommendations, shows that 
it is thoroughly alive not only to the danger, but 
to the ways and means of combating it. Just 
as the implicit warning of the report is terrify- 
ing, so should the explicit remedies be acted 


upon with all possible dispatch. 
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A Smile for Mr. Nolte

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15,556 Wrecks 


The ICC figures on the number of railroad 
accidents since 1939 are a pretty good indica- 
tion of how badly the railroads need to bring 
their safety’ equipment and their safety prac- 
tices up to date. : 
There were two and a half times as many 


; 


‘vailroad accidents last year as there were in 


1939. They numbered 15,556. The railroads 
can be as defensive about this record as they 
like, but the plain fact ig that it is disgraceful. 
It is true that the number of killed and injured 
has not increased at the same rate as the num- 
ber of accidents—but it is also true that every 
time there is an accident the life of everyone om 
the train is jeopardized. 

Speed was one of the major causes. As we 
remarked April 11, fast and reckless railroading 
has figured in at least four railroad. accidents, 
killing 97 and injuring 586, in the past five years 
alone. This would be manslaughter if it oc- 


curred on the highways, and it ought to be man- 


slaughter when it occurs on the railroads. 

There are still other accidents, attributable 
not directly to speed itself, but to lack of equip- 
ment which would make speed safe, or to oper- 
ating practices which make speed unsafe. In the 
former category is the need for installations of 
automatic block signal systems, automatic train 
control, train radio, dead man’s valve, and other 
modern safety devices. Such practices as a 
casual attitude toward the yellow warning light, 
and the operation of trains at high speeds only 
a few minutes apart op the same track, should 
be stopped. . 

‘The Missouri Pacific wreck at Jacksonville, 
Ark., on Aug. 10 was an example of so many of 
these faults that it would seem exaggerated if 
it were not so common on the railroads. Two 
trains were running in the same direction on the 
same track five minutes apart—not far enough 
apart, The first one had to make an unscheduled 
stop. The second got a yellow warning two and 
a half miles distant but ran through it. 

If the train had had automatic train control, 
and it had been set to operate on violation of 
the yellow signal as well as on violation of the 
red, the train would have stopped. If it had had 
train radio, the crew of the train blocking the 
track could have warned the engineer instan- 
taneously. As it was, he went ahead at full 
speed until he saw a red signal, and then he 
tried to stop, but it was too late. The wreck 
of the Illinois Central’s Green Diamond near 
Litchfield, III., Aug. 6 was virtually the same 
story. , 7 

In 1947, most railroads are in the streamlined 
era in their rate of speed, and in the gaslight 
era in their devices and practices to make speed 
safe.

Carelessness is charged against the night fore- 
man by Hugh White, UMWA district president, 


‘who testified before the State Mining Board. 
Mr. White’s point is that the foreman should 


have inspected the area for gas before the men 
were allowed to work at the face of coal. Surely, 
that is fundamental, and Mr. White is fully justi- 
fied in his demand that foremen who do not 
make the checks for which they, are responsible 
be deprived of their certificates of competence. 
After noting the attitude of members. of the 


State Mining Board at the hearing, Mr. White 


predicted: “more strict enforcement of state 
mining laws” in the future. This is a remark 


‘which requires a publi¢ statement from Director 
Walker—and one from Gov. Green would be 
even better. Do they admit that after the dis- 


asters at Centralia and West Frankfort—after 
loss of 141 lives in five months—that Illinois 
mining laws are not being fully enforced? 
they admit that? 

When he was running for Governor back in 


1940, Dwight Green appealed to the miners for 


their votes, and to win their support he pledged 
he would enforce the mine safety laws “to the 
letter.” Seven years is long enough to be mak- 
ing good on that pledge.

How Unions Can Whip the Reds 


The Mirror

Though the New York garment trade is full of Communists, its 
unions have fought clear of them, officer says; they did it by organ- 
izing the majority against this crafty minority; special anti-Red 
blocs go to all meetings and heavy vote is brought out in elections.

Probably nowhere else in the United 
States are there as many Communists to 
the square foot of working space as in 
the loft buildings of New York where the 
nation’s clothing is sewed and fashioned; 
yet in no other of our centers of industry 
have the Communists been go effectively 
contained, so completely stymied as on 
Garment Row. 

How did the garment unions do it? 
How did they outwit, outfight and out- 
vote the Communists? The trick consists 
of organizing the majority to meet the 
onslaughts of a crafty minority. 


The three major organizations operating 
in the needle trades are the AFL Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union, 
headed by David Dubinsky; the CIO Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers, where the late 
Sidney Hillman was succeeded by Jacob 8. 
Potofsky, and the AFL United Hatters, 
Cap & Millinery Workers’ International 
Union, with Max Zaritsky at its head. 


Mr. Hillman Got Tough 


The measures against the Communists 
adopted by the garment unions have varied 
in detail. Of the three, the most Dra- 
conian were probably those taken by the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers, 

There Sidney Hillman brought charges 
of disruptive activities against the Com- 
munists, suspended them from office, 
brought them to trial, expelled them from 
the union and drove them out of the shops. 


The last measure deprived them both of 
their livelihood and the opportunity to stir 
up trouble in the factories. It broke the 
back of Communist opposition in his or- 
ganization. | 

The hatters managed to rid themselves 
of the Communists by a technique that has 
since been adopted by other unions. This 
was the use of the organizing committce 
to co bat the inroads of the Communists. 


The organizing committee was a group 
whose functions were to unionize millinery 
plants which were outside the fold_of the 
organization. This committee was now 
expanded to act as a volunteer fire brigade 
to save the union from an internal fire. 

The organizing committee came to 
meetings early and stayed’ late. The or- 
ganizing committee held huddles in ad- 
vance of union meetings and was briefed 
on the target for the night. When a vote 
would finally be called for, the Communists 
would find a thousand committee men 
ready and eager to vote them down. 


Abuse Was Plentiful 


In the ladies’ garment cutters’ Local 10, 
a key organization, the Communists moved 
in and began a campaign of violent abuse 
against the non-Communists. 

Union leaders are pretty tough-skinned, 
and none is more so than Isidore Nagler. 
Even he, however, had a bellyful after a 
while, and he brought charges against 
them of conduct unbecoming union mem- 
bers. The Communists were startled to 
hear that such epithets as “cowardly frame- 
up artists,” “shakedown racketeers“ and 
“anti-Semitic Fascists” were unbecoming. 

However; on the basis of leaflets. bearing 
these terms of endearment, seven. ring- 
leaders were brought before properly con- 
stituted trial bodies of the union and had 
their political privileges suspended, 


" ‘kov?” 


In this year's elections, three-quarters 
of the membership of the cutters’ union 
turned out to vote, and the Communist 
opposition was snowed under. Elections 
are the pay-off in a union as in any other 
democratically constituted body, and the 
most significant characteristic was the 
huge percentage of the membership which 
participated in the voting. 

In moving to win the approval of the 
membership for the non-Communist slates, 
Dubinsky and his associates had several 
advantages on their side. With a glee that 
he makes no effort to disguise, Dubinsky 
frequently steals the Communists’ thunder 
by being first to sponsor progressive causes. 


Dubinsky Loses Kharkov 


It is hard to tar a man of this sort 
with the stick of reaction, but the Com- 
munists keep trying. 

“Who is responsible,” asked the Daily 
‘Worker, “for the fact that the Red Army 
had to evacuate the great city of Khar- 
The answer is simple. David Du- 


binsky! He had addressed a meeting pro- 


testing the execution in Russia of the 


Polish Jewish Socialists, Erlich and Alter,

Working in emotional and spiritual har- 
mony with the bulk of the membership, 
Dubinsky has still another advantage over 
the Communists. Lined up on his team 
are leaders and members who were once 
Communists themselves and who are now 
their most bitter and effective opponents.

They Got Out the Vote 


In an organization possessing 27,344 mem- 
bers, it is impossible for more than a few 
to be personally familiar with the candi- 
dates, and so a choice can be made only 
on the recommendation of an organized 
group which presents a slate. Group or 
block voting—the American party system 
is therefore permitted. 

The result of the balloting was 13,776 
for the administration, 5369 for the Com- 
munist-led opposition. . 

The 5369 were not all Communists by 
any means, They were not even fellow 
travelers. Most of them gravitated to 
the Communist slate, since that was their 
means of registering dissatisfaction.

Japan’s State Cult 


MODERN JAPAN AND SHINTO NATIONALISM, by 
D. C. Heltom. (University of Chicago Press, Chicage.) 
As representative of the American Bap- 

tist Foreign Missions Society in Japan for 

30 years, D. C. Holtom became one of our 

foremost authorities on Japan’s powerful 

state-religion—Shintoism—under which im- 

perialism was nurtured and brought to 

full and violent flower in World War II. 
This book, of which six chapters were 

originally published in 1943, brings us up 
to the latest developments in the history 
of Shinto, deliberately fused with the Japa- 
nese state in 1868, and reflected in every 
layer of Japanese life and thinking. 

It is a pleasure to report that while Hol- 
tom had his eyes focused on the religion it- 
self, he recognized the political weakness 
of the MacArthur declaration “ending” 
Shinto. His commentary is thus ruthless 
in showing the failure of the MacArthur 
occupation to root out the diseased seed of 
Japanese cut-rate imperialism. 


Only someone as grandiose in his think- 
ing as Douglas MacArthur could think that 
by simple edict, something as deep and 
manifold as Sn.ntoism, and its strangichold 
on Japanese progress, could be ended,

It would be too simple, and less than 
fair to the author, to puh Richard Mea- 
land’s story of a literary agent aside as 
simply a “quickie” to ride the popular 
coat tails of “The Hucksters.” As an 
author and fiction editor for magazines 
and movie producers, Mr. Mealand has an 
experience of his own with the marketing 
of brain children. He conveys part of it 
in this fiction. The “furniture” of this 
tale differs in detail from that of “The 
Hucksters.” In some respects, his is the 
better novel. 


In the end, however, a strong resem- 
blance persists between the two books. 
The scheming, the pushing for advantage, 
are very much of the same order. Mr. 
Mealand does not put his hero through 
anything like the noble gesture of renun- 
ciation in the earlier book. Instead, 
Charles Gabriels girl simply marries an- 
other man. But what Gabriel does after 
receiving that blow is rather too simple, 
pat and obvious. 

If all this has a shallow aspect, it is 
fair to remember that it deals with shallow 
people.

Perhaps it is the very ease 
of taking the victim that has kept a real 
classic from being produced on these sub- 
jects.

Are we to be blind to the fact 
that such controls never can be 
adequate unless they are jointly 
exercised by all of the major 
powers? 

Same Mistakes Urged. 

Hoover and his followers are 
urging us to repeat precisely the 
same mistakes as those made by 
the English-speaking countries in 
their policies toward Germany 
after World War I. The. prevail- 
ing assumption is that, because of 
a brief two years occupation, Ja- 
pan has become a truly demo- 
cratic and submissive satellite of 
the United States and that it can 
be utilized, once a peace treaty 
is signed, as a buffer against the 
Soviet Union.

“I’m 
sure the church has a lot of con- 
tributions to make, in addition to 
preaching sermons on the subject. 
What do you suggest?” 

1. Give the young people's 
society a chance to discuss such 
topics as the choice of a mate, 
courtship, and marriage. Get a 
few outside speakers for them 
who can bring new points of view. 
Help them to get a few inex- 
pensive pamphlets which they can 
circulate among their members. 

2, Establish a young married 
peoples class in the Sunday 
School—if there is not one al- 
ready. Encourage it to have some 
social meetings during the month. 
A lot of these young husbands 
and wives need more social life. 


3. Help one section of this 
group, which has young children, 
to study parent education and 
child guidance, Get some of the 
free Government bulletins on child 
care—write your Congressman for 
them. Circulate these. 

4. Help your husband to pick 
out a couple of up-to-date books 
on marital adjustment, which can 
be lent to those who need them. 

5. Insist that all who are mar- 
ried in the church allow time— 
preferably several interviews—to 
discuss the subject, 

6. Finally, you and your hus- 
band should both learn something 
of the art of counseling so you 
can help those in trouble.

AM getting an increasing num- 

ber of letters from women who 

are concerned because they 
feel that we women are not doing 
enough to prevent the recurrence 
of war. I am not sure that there 
is much that women alone can do. 
Governments are still largely in 
the hands of men, and perhaps 
the most effective action’ that 
women can take is to insist that 
they get representation on all 
levels in government, There is 
some chance that in a few coun- 
tries women might succeed in do- 
ing this. But whether that would 
be possible, even in the govern- 
ments of the great powers, I am 
not sure, 


And even if women succeeded 
in getting sufficient influence to 
get their point of view across to 
the people of their various na- 
tions, I am not certain that in 
all cases they would be found 
standing solidly in opposition to 
war,

AS AN EXAMPLE of the type 
of letters coming to me, I am 
1232 here one that arrived 
from Mrs, Nancy J. Barrott, 30, 
of south Australia. It is “an open 
letter to the women of America.” 


“I write to you as one very 
ordinary woman such as some of 
you as we stand with a feel- 
ing of utter bewilderment, too 
weak and helpless to stem the 
tide of preparation for another 
war. Yet I, like many of you, 
have tiny children and cannot 
stand idly by and do nothing. 


„I havé read that eminent 
scientists say that mankind must 
renounce war or commit suicide. 
Yet all of our countries are going 
ahead, making the weapons—es- 
sentially aggressi''e weapons—for 
the war in which man is to com- 
mit suicide. We who live in places 

such as these wonder how other 


— 


nations regard us. Will they con- 
sider it a peaceful action and will 
they mark our cities down as pri- 
ority targets when the atomic 
bombs. and rockets begin to fly? 
Are we not causing them also to 
build up their armaments in a 
frantic race of fear against us? 


“Why train our children in love 
and service to humanity if they 
are one day to be blasted off the 
earth? It has been said that the 
hand that rocks the cradle rules 
the world, Well, some hand rocked 
Hitler’s cradle, and some hand 
also rocked the cradle of Lincoln 
and other great men who gave 
their lives in service to humanity. 
It would be good if all women 
were to consider into which cate- 
gory they fall, and then up and 
do something.

“WE CANNOT all do very 
much—each according to her abil- 
ity. Those of us who are con- 
scious of our inability would do 
well to remember that it has not 
always been the very clever or 
well-endowed person who has 
done most to bring many reforma. 
What is needed is sincerity and 
tenacity of purpose — yea, and 
courage. 

“Those of us with families of 
little children can do little but 
read, talk and write. But there 
must be many women who have 
the time and the ability but, as 
yet, no indication to act.

VEN from the first the neigh- 
bors said he was a “queer 
one,” but his mother would not 
believe it.

The kindly old 
priest pleaded. All the family tried 
to make Mom see it was inevit- 
able. But the very thought of it 
drive her frantic. And so she kept 
him, coddled him, all through the 
queer, dark years until he grew 
from a baby to a man with a 
baboon’s strength and an idiot's 
mind. 

Yesterday they took him from 
her by force. For they'd found

he’d torn to rags, with a scrap 
of his shirt in her hands. 


Sex fiends. Tragic, warped 
monsters whom we nurture jn our 
midst, pitying and protecting them 
until they turn and rend some 
helpless girl or old woman. Last 
year there were 12,117 reported 
cases of criminal assault and rape 
in this country.

Now at last J. Edgar Hoover, 
Director of the F.B.I., has dragged 
this terror into the light in the 
July issue of “The American.”

He was 
extremely wrong, however, in 
bidding four diamonds, Not only 
were his hearts better, but a bid 
of four hearts, if left in and made, 
would. mean game, whereas at 
diamonds an extra trick would 
be needed. When East failed to 
make the heart bid, West was 
stopped dead in his tracks and 
could not afford to do anything 

but double the four-spade bid. 


West made what a to 
be a safe lead, namely, the club 
king. Unfortunately, however, 
— was able to discard his 

eart on dummy’s ace. A dla 
mond was then led. East played 
the eight, South the ten, and 
West the king. West now correctly 
shifted to his trump ten, to stop 
the diamond ruffs.

Paint Spraying. 


E’/VE had a bunch of inquir- 

les about the advantages of 

a spray gun over a brush for 
applying paint, so here are our 
feelings on this controversial sub- 
ject. 

The advantage of the spray gun 
is, first of all, the speed with 
which paint can be applied to a 
surface, This is important for 


people who do a lot of painting 


and not just for the fun. Sprayed 
paint will not have brush marks 
and the coverage is more uniform, 
especially on a rough surface 
such as concrete or wood shingles 
where working with a brush gets 
pretty tough. Spray guns are swell 
on furniture and the family car 
when the paint is quick drying 
lacquer which cannot be effec- 
tively applied with a brush. 

On the other side of the tally 
sheet is the initial cost of good 
paint spraying equipment. You've 
also got to know how to use it 
properly, or you'll mess things up. 

As for which does the best job, 
it seems to be about fifty-fifty. 
Sometimes a spray gun is best; 
sometimes a brush. 

What it all boils down to is 
this: If you do a lot of house 
painting or redecorating of furni- 
ture, then a good spraying equip- 
ment will probably pay. If you 
are just an amateur weekend
